The program he outlined followed 


generally the suggestions for farm 
relief laid down by President Hoover 
in his campaign speeches and those 
given the committee Wednesday by 
Secretary Hyde. 


Earlier the committee had heard 


"L. J. Taber of Columbus, O., master 
of the National grange, who set 
forth five separate proposals he con- 
sidered necessary to 
give 
agricul- 


ture the desired relief. He disap- 
proved of any program which sought 
to prevent the production of a sur- 
plus. 


Meanwhile the senate 
agriculture 


committee received from A. J. Mac- 
phail, president of the Canadian Co- 
operative Wheat producers a descrip- 
tion of the workings of the Cana- 
dian wheat pool which has been fre- 
quently suggested by witnesses as a 
model for cooperative marketing un- 
der the farm relief plan expected to 
be enacted at the coming special ses- 
sion. 


The Wells plan submitted to the 


house committee called for creation 
of a federal farm board; ^assistance to 
cooperative commodity producers' or- 
ganizing and financing their initial 
operations, and provision for estab- 
lishment of farmer controlled com- 
modity stabilization corporations.

This business of pure water, Dr.

After 
pointing out that preventive medi- 
cine has reached such a point that 
many great diseases, such as small- 
pox and typhoid fever, can be entire-, 
ly wiped out, he continues: 


"This important work of the state 


should be extended. Certainly 50 per 
cent of all sickness is preventable, 
and it is the duty of 
the state to

of Its citizens 


through the prevention of disease.

-_understand that the state is culpable

Pointing out that industry no longer 
has the unlimited labor supplies that 
unrestricted'Immigration once made 
possible, and that It is, as a result, 
recognizing that trained 
workmen 


are an asset and must oe protected, 
he says: 


"In the past it was difficult for a 


man more than'-JO years old to get a 
man more than 40 years old to get 
a job; if he was more than 50 it was 
practically impossible.

A Chicago professor of psychology, 


" age and experience unknown, has been 
studying children and parents for all of 
two years and after drawing graphs 
.and tabulating observations on 1,500 
children announces with 
scientific 


finality that the first child of a family 
always tends to be mentally inferior, 
more susceptible to insanity and dis- 
ease, and tha't to win success in 
life 


youth should start out by getting him- 
self or herself older brothers and sis- 
. ters, the more the better. He also an- 
. nounces with the same scientific final- 


ity that the level of child intelligence is 
higher in small than in large families, 
higher among the children of the well- 
to-do than in families in poor circum- 
stances, and other conclusions of the

. pseudo-scientific bunk. 


It is just as easy to deduce, and has 


been proved by citation of eminent ex- 
amples, that the brightest child is the 
first born, or the very youngest, or the 
second or third; that the blue-eyed are 
.brainier than' the brown-eyed or vice 
versa; that the child born of old age 
has a mental equipment beyond his fel- 


• lows or, from another set of observa- 
tions, that the offspring- of early mated 
youth has the intellectual edge; that 
the tag "born of poor but honest par- 
ents" .goes with success; that gentle- 
men prefer blondes, or brunets, or 
perqhance both. The pseudo-scientist 
"proves" anything or everything about 
-humanity, working with so narrow a 


^ -base as 1,500 individuals out of billions 


and with so unreliable a-ysrdstick as a 
freak "intelligence test." He £oes 'not, 
in this particular case, even note the 
inconsistency between his conclusions 


- that the first born child is mentally 


handicapped and that children of small 


- families grade higher intellectually 
^ than those of big families. 


"If anything is "proved" in the study 


of the "science" of psychology, of the 
so-called "laws" of eugenics, heredity, 
environment, behavior, etc., it is that 
the study of mankind is not yet an ex- 
act science, that individuality as a fac- 
tor in the human makeup cannot be 
ignored but bobs out in a multitude of 
exceptions to every "law," and that the 
law of averages is very poor stuff 
to 


work with in studying man unless the 
scientist has a broad cross-section of 


' humanity to work from—not a mere 


1,500 specimens chosen by accident.

Matin, American 


tourists to France are on the de- 
crease, while other countries, spend- 
ing money liberally^ on advertising, 
are drawing them in ever-increasing 
numbers. Le Matin asks, poignant- 
ly, "Where.do tho 
dollars of the 


American tourists go?" 
and com- 


plains. "France only receives a trif- 
ling part of them." 


The tourist business, as Le Matin 


points out, is not only desirable, but 
perfectly legitimate trade. The news- 
paper 
estimates 
that American 


tourists spend 
approximately $1.- 


000.000,000 a year in Europe, com- 
pared with $100.000.000 in pre-war 
days. And France, says Le Matin, 
due to the fact that the government 
loathes spending money to encour- 
age the tourist trade, is not getting 
nearly as large a slice of this 11,- 
OOO.OOO.O'OO as she might.

general election as a result of the 
vote being granted to 3,000,000'Brit- 
ish women between the ages of 21 
and 30. 


Politicians arc interested in the 


question of how the women candi- 
dates are going to appeal to the 
r.c-..:/ cr.frsncS'-cd 
T.-crr.cr. vctcrs 


who will have an effective majority 
in virtually every British constitu- 
ency. 


The coming test cannot be held 


at ail conclusive, however, as most 
of the women candidates have been 
allotted by their party caucus chiefs 
to rather tough seats for which to 
fight. 


It Is estimated that between 60 


and 70 women will be on the lists of 
parliamentary candidates before they 
are complete. Fifty-one women can- 
didates were out in the open by the 
middle of March. Of these, 30 were 
fighting under the labor party ban- 
ner.

The reason for seed treatment will 


be clear if we consider briefly 
the 


location of the fungus germs that 
start the troubles. 
In wheat the 


stinking smut spores are on the sur- 
fa~e of the seed costs or bran. 
In 


oats the smut spores are caught be- 
tween the hull and bran. The same 
is true in the covered smut sporeb 
of barley. But in the cass of barley 
stripe and in the scab or head blight 
of all small grains the infection is 
in the form of fungus threads which 


• have penetrated the bran as well as 
' hulls and are located on the inside. 
Vaughan points out. 


The ideal in grain disinfectant is 


to have something that will kill the 
fungus and not injure the germina- 
tion. The new treatments which ap- 
proach this ideal more nearly than 
the older treatments are carbonate 
Just which was proved very efflbt^ 
ent in controlling stinking smut. in 
wheat, and Corona Oat Dust and

, Mount barrel on a boxlike stand 
or saw horses.

FARMERS USE TWO 
REINS NOW DESPITE 
NUMBERS HORSES 


Secret Is in New Hitching 


Method, University 
Men 


Indicate 


Almost unconsciously, 
Wisconsin 


farmers are forming a new habit. 


With two reihs, they are driving 


Mj»wards of three teams, and doing 
it as easily as they handle a pair. 
Fdr_ generations, their fathers had 
been using two lines on a span of 
horses, and 'it -was only the smart 
horseman who could handle 
more 


than a team, even with four lines. 
With the nexv practice any number 
of horses can be used for all kinds of 
heavy work. In addition they can 
be handled by one driver. 
' • 


Tho secret of driving 
several 


horses with two lines is a nexv hitch 
ing method, by which a 
load 
is 


equalized, making the lead 
horses 


pull as much as 4he rear horses. 
The device is popularly called the 
"big" hitch, although It is also 
known as the tandem or multiple 
hitch. It was . perfected by the 
Horse Association of ^America a'-few 
years ago and is r.apidly gaining in 
favor among horsemen in the corn 
belt states. 


In Wisconsin the efficient 
hitch 


has been sponsored by, the 
animal 


husbandry department of the state 
university. 
J. G. Fuller, in charge 


of horse and beef studies at the state 
college of agriculture, has supervised 
the project, with the assistance of 
John E. Craig. 


"With the 'big' hitch, farmers can 


almost double the 
poxver of 
their 


horses at the time of the year when 
there is a lot of work to be done in 
a short time," declares Fuller. "The 
horses work steadily, no matter how 
heavy the job, and are In good con- 
dition at the end of the season. 


"The most popular hitch is for 


five or six horses," he s,ays. "This 
is just about the number of horses 
kept on tho average 100-160-acre 
Wisconsin farm." 


A few years ago the nexv principle 


of hitching was unknown in 
Wis- 


consin. Fuller and his associates 
with officials of the Horse Associa- 
tion of America saw the possibili- 
ties ofvthe method and wanted to 
get it before the attention of farm- 
ers. 


The quickest way to do this, they 


decided, •was to demonstrate it in 
actual operation on farms 
in 
the 


state. 
This they did with success. 


Since 1927, the first year the dem- 
onstration was started, 142 exhibi- 
tions have been held. At these meet- 
ings, which are usually staged on a 
farm in the center of a community, 
farmers come from a distance and 
eagerly study the hitch. The practi- 
cal application of the 
principle is 


so conx-incing at the demonstrations 
that generally many of the attend- 
ing farmers make arrangements at 
once for using the hitch. 


The demonstrations are to be con- 


tinued this year, says Fuller. Coun- 
ty agents and x'ocational 
teachers 


arc cooperating In the planning of 
the exhibitions.

London—Although 
tbe average 


American never even dreamed that 
there" exist serious commercial and 
political discords between Belgium 
and Holland, the fact remains that 
the. United States may yet be called 
on to step in as a disinterested ar- 
biter and settle them. 


Oddly enough, this fact is empha- 


sized by another development which 
does not seem to affect the United 
Staes in, any way—the publication, 
by a Dutch newspaper, of an alleged 
secret military treaty between Belgi- 
um and France. " 


Belgium and Holland 
< have not 


been friendly since 1S30, the y<lar 
that Belgium broke away from Hol- 
land and 
established Its indepen- 


dence. The rivalry increased during 
the. war, when the Belgians felt that 
the Dutch ought to be fighting the 
Germans beside them. 
and \\hen 


they shared in the common 
Allied 


belief that contraband supplies were 
filtering through Holland into Ger- 
many. 


Now the trouble has been growing 


more than usually acute: and, be- 
fore it is settled, the United States 
may be called on to unscramble the 
situation and find a solution. 


ROTTERDAM VS. ANTWERP 
Much of the trouble lies in the in- 


tense commercial 
rivalry between 


the Belgian port of Antwerp and the 
Dutch port of Rotterdam. 


Rotterdam lies not far from the 


mouth of the Rhine, with which riv- 
er it Is connected by excellent can- 
als. Antwerp lies near the mouth of 
the Scheldt: but tne Scheldt below 
Antwerp passes through Dutch ter- 
ritory on its way 
to the open sea, 


and under old treaties Holland has 
agreed to keep the 
mouth of the 


Scheldt well dredged so that ships 
can have free passage to Antwerp. 


During the war, when money was 


tight and Dutch shipping paralyzed, 
Holland neglected this i\ork. Since 
Antwerp was in. German hands, the 
Belgians didn't care. 
The shipping 


channels, 
consequently. 
became 


somewhat clogged by silt. 


Now, 
as Europe reaches its post- 


war commercial revivals, 
vessels 


calling at North Sea ports are larg- 
er in si2e—and, 
consequently, 
of 


greater draft—than_was the case be- 
fore the vi ar. 
Conseauently, Ant- 


werp is losing trade to Rotterdam. 
The Belgians are insisting that the 
, Dutch get busy 
and 
dredge the 


. mouth of the Scheldt, and the thrifty 
".Dutch, unable 
to see x\hy they 


should spend good money to make 
Antwerp a stronger 
rival of their 


own Rotterdam, are finding pretexts 
for failing to do so. Due to wartime

WANT NEW CANAL 


The Belgians, accordingly, want 


a new canal dug across Dutch terri- 
tory from Dordrecht 
to Antwerp, 


which would give, 
the latter city 


more direct connections 
with the 


Rhine and- divert 
a part of this 


freight to it. The Dutch, naturally 
enough, have so far refused to per- 
mlt this. 


Now it happened that a few weeks 


ago a Dutch newspaper 
published 


the details of an alleged secret mili- 
tary treaty Between France and Bel- 
gium. This alleged treaty seemed to 
be aimed either at Holland or Ger- 
many, and drew forth a tremendous 
flood of criticism. The Belgians and 
French promptly denied that it ex- 
isted, and charged that the article 
had been published only In order to 
stir up bad feeling between Holland 
and Belgium and make more diffi- 
cult the settlement of their existing 
disagreements. 


Already the othen, 
great powers 


are bringing pressure on Holland to 
settle with Belgium. 
Back of this 


pressure there 
is the 
unvoiced 


threat that if the Dutch do not set- 
tle there -will have to be an interna- 
tional settlement. 
Holland knows 


that this would 
mean a Buropean 


council of states. 
in which 
the 


cards would be stacked against her. 
Therefore, when the time comes, it 
is quite possible that the Dutch will 
say something like this: 


"A fair settlement 
between Hol- 


land and Belgium is impossible with
